Council says 
it’s ready for 
any weather 

Gritters are on standby in the Black Country in 
preparation for a long and cold winter, with some 
councils extending the gritting service to cover pay 
and display car parks. 

Council bosses in Dudley said they were “fully pre¬ 
pared” for “anything the weather throws at them”. 

Transport chief Councillor Patrick Harley said a 
system was in place where the weather could be 
monitored hour-by-hour and teams sent out if tem¬ 
peratures plummeted. 

Gritting trucks in Wyre Forest went on standby 
last weekend - ready to swing into action if winter 
strikes early. 

Around 15,000 tons of salt is in stock and ready to 
be used at Worcestershire County Council - the 
authority’s biggest stockpile in its history — in antic¬ 
ipation of snow predicted by forecasters within 
weeks. 

This year Sandwell Council has bought an extra 
570 tons of gritting salt to make sure it can cope with 
the predicted freezing conditions and now has 6,950 
tons of rock salt stockpiled at a cost of £228,000. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, said: “We’re well pre¬ 
pared as we have been for previous winters. 

“We have a very dedicated staff of gritters who do 
an excellent job - which I am sure they will continue 
to do this winter — to keep the roads of Sandwell 
safe.” 

He added: ‘We’re actually improving the gritting 
service and we will be including gritting of pay and 
display car parks, additional salt bins and addi¬ 
tional roads included in the priority network for 
salting.” 

Councils across the Black Country say they will be 
checking forecasts on a daily basis to make sure the 
most effective and appropriate treatment is put in 
place. 

In Wolverhampton highways chiefs have stock¬ 
piled a third more salt than last year. 

Bosses have received 4,232 tons at a cost of 
£145,000 this year, up from 3,500 tons and a spend 
of £115,000 last year. A further 400 tons is on order 
and gritting trucks are on standby to respond to up- 
to-the-minute weather reports. 

460workers have 
gone in cutbacks 

A total of 460 staff have been shed by Dudley 
Council as part of cost-cutting measures to make 
savings of more than £22 million in the present 
financial year. 

Figures presented to a meeting of the authority’s 
cabinet last week showed 56 employees had left the 
authority through compulsory redundancy. 

The remaining 404 staff requested voluntary 
redundancy which was supported by senior man¬ 
agers and agreed by council bosses. 

It has removed 314 full-time equivalent posts from 
the council with a further 129.2 positions achieved 
by not filling vacancies and another 41.49 by rede¬ 
ploying staff into other positions. This places the 
total amount of full-time equivalent posts removed 
at 485. In January the council said it would need to 
axe around 460 such posts. The highest number of 
compulsory redundancies was in the children’s serv¬ 
ices department with 42 staff axed. Members of the 
cabinet agreed the report and authorised officials to 
look at further redundancies for the coming finan¬ 
cial year. Councillor Tim Wright, deputy leader of 
the council, said: “Trade unions were consulted and 
were pleased with the council’s efforts to reduce com¬ 
pulsory redundancies through the voluntary redun¬ 
dancy programme.” 


Mike hot from Sahara challenge 


Marathon man Mike Crannage has 
returned from his epic 155-mile charity 
run through the Sahara Desert. 

The 52-year-old, who is one of Dudley 
Council’s mayoral attendants, ran six 
marathons in six days through one of the 
hottest climates in the world. 

He braved dangers during his trip 
including deadly snakes, soaring temper¬ 
atures and hazardous terrain to complete

the gruelling challenge. His run started on 
October 9 and he finished six days later. During 
the run he was completely alone and slept out in 
the desert. 

Mr Crannage flew back from his trip on Satur¬ 
day, and was back at work on Monday. 

“It was hard going, but you see some amazing 
sights like a cafe in the middle of the desert and 
camels wandering up to you in the middle of 
nowhere. 

“But the main thing is hopefully I can raise a lot 
of money for charity. It’s not too late, you can still 
donate online,” said Mr Crannage, who lives in 
Dudley Wood. 

Challenge 

The challenge comes just a year after a trek 
through the Arctic in temperatures as low as 
minus 30 degrees Celsius, from which he raised 
thousands for the Mayor of Dudley’s charities. 

The latest challenge aims to pull in cash for the 
Dudley Group of Hospitals Charity, raising much 
needed funds for their Leukaemia patients and 
The Soldiers, Sailors, Airmen and Families Asso¬ 
ciation (SSAFA).

Jaguar being driven by hair salon boss 
Clive Robinson, of Brierley Hill. His 
car had drifted on to the wrong side of 
the road and he left the scene of the 
crash in Portway Road, Oldbury. 

As Robinson started a two-year jail sen¬ 
tence, Mr Rudge’s widow Kath said: “I find 
it very difficult to forgive him after he 
behaved with total disregard. 

“He showed not a single shred of human 
decency by leaving the scene without stop¬ 
ping to help Dave. 

Unanswered 

“There are still so many unanswered 
questions about the circumstances of the 
collision. Why he was on the wrong side of 
the road and why he felt unable to hand 
himself into the police much earlier. 

“Dave was a fantastic role model for his 
four kids, step-children and grandchildren 
who idolised him. He never swore or 


argued.” Mrs Rudge, who was married to 
her 57-year-old husband for 21 years, 
added: “He loved to ride his bike and had 
completely stripped and sprayed it last 
year but when I went to see him in hospital 
and mentioned the machine he said: ‘No 
more. Never again’ which was very sad 
because the crash had taken away his 
enjoyment. 

“We were making plans for retirement 
and thinking of buying a camper van and 
just heading off together. The man who did 
this has taken my soul mate — my future — 
but somehow we need to find the strength 
to move on with our lives but there is not a 
minute of the day when we do not miss 
Dave and grieve his loss.” 

The family’s solicitor Miss Rebecca 
Hearsey, said: “Now that criminal proceed¬ 
ings have been concluded, it is important 
that we pursue a separate civil case to 
provide some degree of financial security 
for those left behind.” Robinson, of Stour¬ 
bridge Road, was banned from driving for 
four years on Monday. 


Restoration 
bid for canal 
under threat 

A project to restore a stretch of canal which runs 
from Halesowen to Birmingham is under threat 
after developers pulled the plug on the scheme. 

It had been hoped the disused five and a half mile 
section of the Dudley No 2 canal, known as the Lapal 
Canal, could be brought back to life. The canal runs 
from Halesowen to Selly Oak. 

Plans to reinstate a small stretch of the canal had 
been included in plans drawn up by Sainsbury’s for 
a new store in Selly Oak. These were approved by 
Birmingham City Council five years ago. 

It was hoped this would kick-start further restora¬ 
tion work along the rest of the canal. 

But now the supermarket giant, along with devel¬ 
opment partner Land Securities, is working on 
revised plans which no longer include the restora¬ 
tion work. 

Disappointment 

Roy Burgess, chairman of the Hales Owen Abbey 
Trust spoke of his disappointment after being told 
the project would no longer be going ahead as part of 
the Sainsbury’s scheme. 

“The restoration of the five an a half mile derelict 
canal is of vital importance in terms of leisure, recre¬ 
ation and economic growth,” he said. 

“The recent announcement by Sainsbury’s to 
abandon their previous commitment to fully restore 
that section of canal associated with their approved 
store is a disappointment,” added Mr Burgess. 

Instead Sainsbury’s and Land Securities are pro¬ 
posing a pedestrian route leading from the canalside 
across the development through to Selly Oak Park. 

The plans have gone out for consultation and a 
planning application will be submitted to the city 
council at a later date. 

Sainsbury’s spokeswoman Tess Randle said: 
“While the current scheme does not include the 
restoration of the Lapal Canal, sufficient space will be 
allocated along a proposed pedestrian ‘greenway’ ” 

Food 6 months 
past use-by date 

A former shop owner has received a conditional 
discharge after mouldy food - including a chicken 
sandwich more than six months past its use-by date 
- was found at her premises. 

Mehwiaish Kauser, aged 20, pleaded guilty to 19 
charges of selling food after the use-by date at 
Dudley Magistrates Court. 

The court was told trading standards’ officers had 
swooped on the Kal and Brothers store, Church 
Street, Pensnett, on February 7 this year in regards 
to other matters. 

But while there they checked food on display and 
inside a fridge and items such as sausages 23 days 
past the use-by date, cheese 57 days out-of-date and 
a chicken sandwich which was 213 days past its use- 
by date. 

Magistrates were told Kauser, of Blackacre Road, 
Dudley, has sold on the business. Alongside the con¬ 
ditional discharge, which will run for two years, she 
was also ordered to pay costs of £3,233. 

The court heard that at the time officials arrived 
at the business Kauser had not been involved in its 
day-to-day running since 2009. Miss Neelam 
Bangar, prosecuting, said: “The majority of the food 
items found were in a fridge but there were some 
other items on display elsewhere in the shop. 

“Officers were told a sign had been placed on the 
fridge telling customers the items in there were not 
for sale. However, this was said to have been 
removed by children.”

Axe is ready to fall 
on one-way scheme

A controversial one-way 
system in Dudley could be 
scrapped within weeks as resi¬ 
dents step up their campaign 
against it. Residents say the 
system in Parkway Road, 
Dudley has created huge queues 
and left the area gridlocked. 

The new plans are to be adver¬ 
tised this week and hundreds of res¬ 
idents are expected to contact 
Dudley Council in support. Once 
that is over highways chiefs will 
look to start working on getting the 
signs and markings removed to free 
up traffic in the town. 

Locals have fought ever since the 
system was installed a year ago. They 
collected a 400-name petition and com¬ 
plained to Government watchdog the 
Local Government Ombudsman. 

Bill Chambers who lives in nearby 
Fullbrook Road, has been leading 
protests. 

Complained 

Parkway Road was made one-way in 
January after some residents com¬ 
plained it was a rat run. 

He claims emergency vehicles strug¬ 
gle to get through at peak times. 

Mr Chambers wrote to the Ombuds¬ 
man claiming the views of residents 
were not taken into account before the 
road was made one-way. 

Queues are stretching along Grange 
Road, which joins with Parkway Road 
and runs from busy Salop Street. 
Motorists who used to cut through 
Parkway Road to Himley Road now 
have to make their way further up 
Grange Road. 

He said: “We have shown if you keep 
fighting the people in charge will have to 
listen and make changes.” 

Councillor Patrick Harley cabinet 
member for transportation, said: “In 
due course a scheme to remove the one 
way system and a plan to stop traffic 
turning right into Himley Road will be 
advertised.”

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Tesco close to starting work 


Plans to demolish part of a rear 
extension of Stourbridge’s Town Hall 
have been lodged by Tesco as the firm 
moves closer to starting work on a new 
£50million development. 

The application for listed building 
consent is the next stage in prepara¬ 
tory work needed before construction 
can start in the new year. 

Under the £50 million plans, Tesco 
will rebuild major sections of Crown 
Shopping Centre, where the town hall 
is based, creating shops with office 
space above. The multi-storey car 
park in Bell Street will be demolished. 

It will be replaced with a supermar¬ 
ket and a 550-space underground car 


park. Documents submitted with the 
plans for the town hall say it only in¬ 
volves a modern extension and, there¬ 
fore, will not impact on the historic hall. 

The proposals also include a tempo¬ 
rary management office. 

An exact start date for construction 
work has yet to be announced as it is 
thought details over road closures are 
still being hammered out. 

Dudley Council has confirmed there 
will be no major building work this 
year as it wants to wait until after 
Christmas so as to avoid disruption for 
businesses in the town during the 
busy trading period. 

Councillor Angus Adams, cabinet 


member for regeneration, said: “We are 
continuing discussions with Tesco in 
relation to specific timescales. While 
preparatory works will take place in the 
coming months, there will be no major 
work on the project until the new year.” 

The scheme was given the go-ahead 
in February this year and will create 
400 jobs. It is expected to bring local 
traders an extra £200,000 a week. 

Stourbridge Register office will shut 
in the next few weeks to make way for 
the development. 

Council bosses say they are looking 
at providing some services elsewhere 
in Stourbridge to save people having 
to go to Dudley.

Metal theft bid ‘like 



the Keystone Cops’

A would-be metal thief caught trying 
to steal sections of railway track from a 
disused line in the Black Country tried 
to give police the slip in scenes likened 
to a slapstick film, a court heard. 

Police waited for Aaron Anslow at both 
ends of the mile-long Dudley Tunnel for an 
hour, but he still managed 
to escape. The 25-year-old 
father-of-two had been 
cutting up 650ft of track in 
the tunnel near New 
Road, Netherton. 

He was aided by a 17-year- 
old accomplice, Dudley mag¬ 
istrates were told last week. 
Officers spotted a van parked 
nearby and passers-by 
reported seeing flashing 
lights in the tunnel. 

After somehow escaping, 
the pair were found hiding 
behind a lorry in Castlegate Park, Dudley. 

When officers arrived at the tunnel at about 
10.30am on December 28, Anslow’s Staffordshire 
bull terrier barked and stopped them entering, 
said Miss Maxine McIntosh, prosecuting. 

The pet then ran away when a police dog 
arrived. But, despite officers guarding each exit, 
they soon realised the pair had managed to get 
out. 

Cutting 

Later two canisters were found connected to a 
cutting torch along with other cutting equip¬ 
ment, the court was told. 

None of the pieces of track had been loaded on 
to the van. 

Anslow, of Stourbridge Road, Dudley, claimed 
he had been asked to cut the track by a man he 
met in a pub. 

Mr Dennis Dudley, defending, said: “It was like 
something from The Keystone Cops with police 
waiting outside a tunnel for a man and his dog. 
Somehow they got away.” 

He said that the track had not been used for up 
to 30 years, but it had not been ruled out that it 
could be used again. 

The 17-year-old was dealt with at a previous 
hearing. Anslow, who pleaded guilty to 
attempted theft, was given a 12-month commu¬ 
nity order and told to carry out 150 hours of 
unpaid work and pay £250 costs.

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Housing is given the go-ahead 


A housing estate will be built in the 
grounds of a stately home after a row 
over wildlife at the site was resolved. 

A special tunnel will be dug to 
accommodate reptiles and slowworms 
at Wordsley Manor when the houses 
are constructed. 

The proposals were given the go- 
ahead by Dudley planning chiefs 
despite objections from more than 100 
residents. And some councillors at a 
recent meeting said the manor house 
would be “desecrated” by the develop¬ 
ment. The scheme has faced stiff oppo¬ 
sition from conservation body Natural 
England which said rare slow worms 
and bat roostings could be at risk. 


The council’s development control 
committee deferred making a decision 
nine months ago to give developers 
Selbourne Homes the chance to work 
out ways to preserve wildlife. 

A “corridor” will be dug out through 
the grounds in Meadowfields Close, 
covered in metal grids for animals to 
nest in, while holes will be cut into 
walls for creatures to crawl through. 

The plans were passed by five votes 
to four at the meeting, with councillors 
suggesting the 14 new homes would 
not fit in with the 18th century house. 
Developers will pay £400,000 towards 
Wordsley Manor’s restoration under 
conditions of planning permission. 


Owner Christopher Firmstone, 
aged 73, has previously said the cash 
is vital to keep the site in his family’s 
hands after 160 years. 

But Councillor Geoffery Southall 
said: “I understand his desperation 
but this seems to be a case of selling 
the family silver. It will leave this his¬ 
toric home with a housing estate 
outside its back door. We should be 
preserving the manor house for future 
generations not desecrating it.” 

Twelve letters of objection and a 
petition of 106 signatures were 
handed into the council. Residents’ 
concerns included lack of parking in 
nearby streets. 


Boost for 
market with 
new stalls 

A popular Black Country 
street market will be 
extended - but the plans 
have been scaled back after 
complaints that local shops 
could be hit. 

Halesowen’s farmers and 
craft market will be allowed 
an extra 10 stalls by Dudley 
Council licensing chiefs. 

But they rejected an 
application to hold the 
market in the town centre 
every week. 

The farmers’ market runs 
on alternate Saturdays 
throughout the year and is 
very restricted as to the 
types of goods which can be 
sold. 

Review 

The council’s licensing 
committee heard that the 
Victorian Street Fair or the 
Christmas Market could be 
hit if a larger market took 
place every Saturday. 

The committee said they 
would review the situation 
in six months. 

Market boss Dermot 
McGillicuddy said later: 
“This was a positive deci¬ 
sion and it will go a long way 
to improving what the 
market has to offer.”

M OST of the windows are bricked up - 
but inside an uninviting shell of a 
building are some of the Black 
Country’s greatest treasures, dating back to a 
document signed by the Pope in 1182. 

The documents housed in Dudley’s Archives and 
Local History Service give a fascinating insight into 
the lives of the borough’s citizens, businesses, 
churches and civic leaders throughout the turbulent 
centuries. 

Now the archives themselves are at 
the centre of some controversy - with 
the service due to move into £6 million 
state-of-the-art new premises next to 
the Black Country Living Museum, 
opposed by local campaigners who 
want to keep the records in its current 
base in a Victorian school building at 
Coseley. 

The gems stored within hundreds of 
thousands of documents at the school 
include the papal “bull” — short for 
“bullas”, the Latin term for a seal — 
signed by Pope Lucius III in 1182 
granting permission for Dudley’s 
Priory to be built. 

Also there is the original design by 
landscape gardener Capability Brown 
for the grounds of Himley Hall - and 
the original pricing list and bill of sale, 
down to the last halfpenny, for the 
Titanic anchor, built by Noah Hingley 
and Sons in Netherton. 

The site is popular with members of 
the public who visit to learn more 
about the history of the area and even 
their own family. 

Census 

Retired maintenance man Derek 
Knowles has spent the last 10 years 
“trying to find” his great great grand¬ 
father. 

Mr Knowles aged 67, of Southfield 
Grove, Wolverhampton, visits the 
archives several times a year to check 
census and parish church records on 
microfilm in the hunt for more infor¬ 
mation about Thomas Knowles for a 
family tree he is building up. 

“Once you’ve started on this trail it’s 
like a drug and you just can’t stop,” 
said Mr Knowles. 

At least 20 people a day visit the 
archives centre and, at times, it is so 
busy that appointments have to be 
made for visitors to come in. 

Dudley planners gave the go-ahead 
last week and work on the Tipton Road 
site is expected to start January next 
year and is set to be opened in 
Summer 2013. 

But first large-scale groundwork is 
needed to get rid of potentially danger¬ 
ous gases and contamination. 

Councillors said the hi-tech build¬ 
ing was much-needed to help with the 
town’s regeneration. 

The Mount Pleasant School 
archives site will be redeveloped for 
housing. Protesters, including Dudley 
North MP Ian Austin, say the council 
had not done enough to explore the 
possibility of extending and improving

the facilities at Mount Pleasant. 

With loan repayments, the total cost 
to taxpayers of the £6 million building 
will be £13.8 million but council plan¬ 
ning officers and archives staff say the 
school building does not provide the 
right environment to control the 
humidity and temperature required 
for the storage of old documents. 

Protect 

The bricked up, unwelcoming 
facade of the school, which still has its 
entrances for “boys” and “girls”, is nec¬ 
essary to protect its contents from 
light that could damage the docu¬ 
ments inside. 

The proposed, purpose-built archiv¬ 
es centre will include a new high-tech

conservation studio, educational facil¬ 
ities, the right environment for storing 
the documents and enough space for 
the next 25 years’ worth of documents. 

Kate Millin, Black Country Library 
Services project manager, said: ‘We 
have outgrown the space available 
here and we know that refurbishing 
and extending an old building like this 
would cost more than a new building.” 

Councillor Adrian Turner, cabinet 
member for housing, libraries and 
adult learning, added: “These 
archives have been given to us in good 
faith by people and they expect that 
we will look after them and make 
them available for people that follow 
us. 

“In years to come, when even our 
children won’t be here, the records will 
still be around provided we look after 
them properly.” 

The plans were unanimously 
approved by Dudley Council’s devel¬ 
opment control committee. 

Committee chairman Councillor 
Colin Wilson said: “I have never 
known a set of plans to tick all the 
right boxes like this. 

Superb 

“The state-of-the-art technology of 
this building is superb and it will pre¬ 
serve the area’s history for genera¬ 
tions to come.” 

Building work will now get under 
way in the coming weeks and it is 
expected to be completed by summer 
2013. But potentially dangerous 
ground gases and “significant” land 
contamination have been found at the 
site, with large-scale groundwork 
needed before construction can begin. 

Work to demolish the old Royal 
Brierley Crystal building began 
earlier this month, and investigations 
into the ground contamination will be 
carried out when the site has been 
fully cleared.

Pub in jeopardy over 
outdoor drinks ban

A notorious pub that was forced to shut 
for three months amid complaints over 
noise faces an uncertain future after cus¬ 
tomers were banned from drinking 
outside the front or side of the premises. 

The Painters Arms in Coseley will focus on 
serving food when it re-opens in November 
after being closed for three months for holding 
late-night discos. Owner Graham Watkins 
withdrew plans to open until 2am when locals 
objected. 

However, he wanted conditions changed allowing 
drinkers to stand out at the front and smoke. 

Dudley Council licensing bosses rejected his appli¬ 
cation and 56-year-old Mr Watkins now says he 
could struggle to keep the business going as he fears 
customers will be put off. 

He said there had been “confrontations” with 
punters when he had asked them not to take their 
drinks outside. 

Although the pub has a beer garden at the back, 
Mr Watkins told councillors that it is difficult to 
access and claims people have always stood outside 
the front entrance. 

Members of the council’s licensing sub-committee 
recently said they were concerned that groups of 
people congregating outside would create too much 
noise. 

Review 

But they agreed to review the application in six 
months after the pub has re-opened. 

Mr Watkins said: “There’s so many restrictions on 
the pub now that it is making it very difficult to make 
the business viable. 

“I am trying to make the pub a success and we just 
need some help. 

“With complaints about music, we can just turn it 
off, but it is hard to stop people talking when they 
stand outside. 

“We will come back as a pub mainly selling food 
and see how it goes but it will be an uncertain six 
months.” 

The pub is adjacent to residents’ homes and the 
new Extra Care retirement village being built in the 
town. 

The licensing committee forced the pub to close on 
August 10 and abide by numerous conditions before 
it could re-open following a string of complaints. 
They include fitting a noise limiter to the pub’s 
jukebox.

MP backs Commons campaign 


The hemorrhaging of jobs in the 
manufacturing sector is further proof 
that the Tory-Lib Dem Coalition’s eco¬ 
nomic policy is not working, a Black 
Country Labour MP has recently 
claimed. 

Ian Austin has signed a Commons 
petition calling on the Government to 
defend manufacturing jobs and 
support economic regeneration in 
former industrial areas like the West 
Midlands. 

The petition was launched following 
the recent announcement by defence 
giant BAE Systems to make nearly 
3,000 job cuts at a number of United 


Kingdom-wide sites including facto¬ 
ries in Lancashire and East Yorkshire. 
BAE employs around 100,000 people 
worldwide, including 40,000 in 
Britain. 

The company has already 
announced plans to axe its factory in 
Wolverhampton, which is set to close 
by the end of this year. 

Evidence 

Mr Austin said: “Job creation must 
be the Government’s number one pri¬ 
ority. 

“But the loss of 3,000 jobs at BAE 
Systems is further evidence that the 


Government’s economic policy is just 
not working. 

“We need a plan of action to retain 
these key, advanced skills in the UK 
economy and to provide some cer¬ 
tainty for industry. 

“The defence industry is vital to 
ensuring the UK’s historic manufac¬ 
turing base is strong and sustainable. 

“Defence Secretary Liam Fox 
proudly boasted last week that the 
Ministry of Defence had balanced its 
budget. 

“But that will be no consolation to 
the many families who have been 
dealt a body blow by this news.” 


Former 
nightclub 
at auction 

A former Dudley night¬ 
club which closed shortly 
after a reveller had the tip of 
her finger bitten off on the 
dance floor is set to go under 
the hammer later this 
month. 

Fusion has been shut for 
12 years and is being auc¬ 
tioned off on October 20. 

The club has a guide price 
set at £100,000 . 

The boarded up club in 
Martin Hill Street has had a 
controversial past. 

Row 

In 1999 a Cradley Heath 
reveller had part of her 
finger bitten off during a 
heated row with another 
clubber. 

Shortly afterwards, the 
nightclub closed due to 
financial reasons and has 
never re-opened. 

The 13,000 sq ft building 
has been included in an 
auction being run by 
Cottons at Villa Park. 

The controversial night¬ 
club was formerly called 
Goldsmiths which opened 
back in 1987. 

It later became known as 
Fusion following a 
£lmillion revamp in 1997. 


Special gel to send birds flying

A special gel which could 
help deter pigeons and 
other birds from roosting on 
buildings in Midland town 
centres has gone on the 
market. 

Stourbridge-based comp¬ 
any Dagar Tools has 
secured a contract to bring 
the Koren-developed gel 
known as Birds Away to the 
region. 

The gel is made of food- 
based oils including pepper¬ 
mint and cinnamon to 
produce the substance. 

When spread across wall 
ledges, buildings and monu¬ 
ments it creates an ultra¬ 
violet light. 

Fire 

Birds can see ultra-violet 
light and when they go to 
land on the surface the gels 
appears to them as red-hot 
fire. 

The makers claim the 
birds will be scared away 
instead of landing on monu¬ 
ments and laying drop¬ 
pings. 

Dagar Tools which has 
been based in Lye for 
around 30 years, already 
has a contract with Bridg¬ 
north Town Council. 

Firm director Adam 
Rozga, said they had also 
been consulting on how the 
gel could be used to protect 
Bewdley Bridge.

Baby boom boost for zoo visitor numbers 


Visitor numbers have soared by 
more than 10 per cent at Dudley 
Zoo, with bosses crediting a 
summer “baby boom” for the thou¬ 
sands more people flooding 
through the gates. 

A total of 14,714 more people headed 
dropped in to the popular tourist 
attraction in Castle Hill between 
January and September - a rise of 
10.7 per cent on last year - bringing 
visitor numbers up to almost 150,000. 

And Zoo spokeswoman Jill Hitch- 
man said new arrivals such as the rare 


birth of baby orangutan Sprout, who 
made her debut in May, had helped 
draw in the crowds. 

“These are cracking figures, espe¬ 
cially given the state of the economy,” 
she said. 

Babies 

“We have had lots of new animals 
join us this year, and there has been a 
real ‘baby boom’ which I think has 
probably attracted a lot of people. 

“Everyone loves to see the babies. 

The zoo has yet to calculate the 
figures for October, which are likely to 


be boosted by the Indian summer that 
saw temperatures soar into the 80s. 

Other new additions to the zoo this 
year have including red panda Amba, 
born in June, and Lar gibbon Luna 
who was the first of the endangered 
species to be born at the Midland 
attraction, and took her first steps last 
month. 

And baby capybara Pecan surprised 
visitors when she entered the enclo¬ 
sure with her mother just hours after 
being born at the very start of the 
summer. 


Demolition starts at 
historic former pub

A former pub in Coseley is 
being razed to the ground after 
standing at the site since the 
19th century. 

Local historians have said they 
were sad to see the loss of the 
former Earl of Wessex pu. 

Demolition work has now started at 
the site after planning permission was 
granted last year for a housing devel¬ 
opment despite a campaign to save 
the well-known building. 

Originally called Albert House, 
it was home to the Greenway 
fa mil y until the 1940s. 

The family owned a number of file¬ 
cutting workshops nearby and 
donated the land for Bradley’s Green¬ 
way Playing Fields. 

George Blackham from Sedgley 
Local History Society said that the 
building had been used as a pub since 
the 1940s. 

He said it was initially named The 
New Spread Eagle followed by 
Malone’s, and then The Sherlock 
Holmes before finally becoming The 
Earl of Wessex. The last pint was 
pulled in around 2008. “The property 
was a splendid example of a Black 
Country big house dating from the Vic¬ 


torian era,” he added. 

Planning permission was secured 
last summer for eight houses to be 
built on the site after Dudley Council’s 
planning committee was told the 
building was not listed nor was it in a 
conservation area. 

Coseley Civic Trust launched a bid 
to oppose the proposals, arguing the 
pub is one of the Black Country’s 
“great houses”. 

Coseley Civic Trust chairman John 
Wilkes said he was sorry to see the 


building go but felt it was inevitable 
unless someone had stepped forward 
with the cash for it to be maintained as 
a residential property of some sort. 

He added that he was under the 
impression that when the site was 
operating as a pub, it had proved a 
successful building. 

Builders have been spotted taking 
down the old pub brick by brick and a 
site advertising the land as a residen¬ 
tial development up for sale has gone 
up at the front of the building.

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Car wash hit by £15k damage 


Buildings and machinery has been 
destroyed in a suspected arson attack 
at a Lye car wash. 

The owners of the Jet King Car Wash 
in Hayes Lane revealed up to £15,000 
worth of damage had been caused after 
the storage building caught fire during 
the early hours of October 10. 

Alberto Kola, who has run the busi¬ 
ness for around five years, said an 
emergency order of new equipment 
had been made and he hoped to get the 
business back up and running within 
two days. 

He said he had been alerted by 
neighbours who called him when they 
spotted the fire. “The damage is really 


bad -1 arrived and just saw big flames 
everywhere,” he said. 

“Everything has been destroyed — 
the machinery, the office, everything. 
Customers have been coming in all 
morning, and they are all shocked by 
what they see. But we want to make it 
clear to everyone that we will be open 
again soon.” 

Pictures taken show how the small 
outbuilding was gutted by the blaze. 

Watch commander Carl Smith, from 
Stourbridge Fire Station, said the unit 
was being used as an office and for 
storage by the car wash business. “It 
has been completely destroyed. The 
fire was started deliberately and the 


police are now investigating,” he said. 

The crew was called at around 
12.30am. The West Midlands Police 
helicopter was also called to the scene, 
after passers-by reported a possible 
burglary at the site. 

Officers managed to broadcast live 
video footage to the control room to 
show the extent of the blaze. 

The small red building, which 
stands in the corner of the lot, con¬ 
tained equipment used at the car 
wash such as jets and tanks to be filled 
with water. Cleaning chemicals and 
paperwork related to the business 
were also kept in the storage unit, and 
completely destroyed. 


Schools to 
adopt new 
speed limit 

New 20mph speed limits 
could be introduced outside 
schools in Dudley under 
new plans discussed by 
council leaders. 

Limits would be slashed 
at peak times for traffic 
each morning and after¬ 
noon.

Patrick Harley backed the 
proposal and called for a 
report to be drawn up. 

He said: “Clearly this 
would not be appropriate to 
introduce outside all 
schools.”

Pupils from Roberts 
Primary School were 
invited to see the Nissan 
Leaf car which staff had bor¬ 
rowed for the day. 

It was charged up using 
electricity generated by the 
wind turbines at the site in 
Robert Street, Lower 
Gornal. Energy was also 
created by the centre’s solar 
panels to help run the car. 

Environmental education 
officer Guy de Szathmary, 
who has worked at the site 
for 12 years, said: “We used 
the electric car to show 
pupils that it is possibly the 
car of the future and doesn’t 
require petrol or diesel and 
just needs charging up. 

“It generated a lot of 
interest and excitement 
from the pupils. 

“We wanted to make them 
aware of renewable ener¬ 
gies.” 

The centre provides edu¬ 
cation and information on a 
range of environmental 
topics to school children and 
groups across the borough. 

When the centre first 
opened it catered for around 
1,000 people each year but 
now welcomes 10,000 annu¬ 
ally.

£8m bid for revamp 
at the n ew academy

Multi-million pound plans have been 
unveiled to rebuild parts of a newly- 
created academy in Dudley and set up a 
new sixth form. 

Holly Hall Academy has applied for £8 
million of funding from the Government’s Pri¬ 
ority Schools Building Programme, with prin¬ 
cipal Graham Lloyd saying parts of the school 
building are in a poor state of repair. 

Mr Lloyd, who led the former maths and comput¬ 
ing college in a successful bid to become an academy 
in the summer, is also hoping to introduce a sixth 
form. That would be in conjunction with the new 
Dudley Sixth project at Dudley College. 

“We are preparing to launch a consultation on pro¬ 
viding post-16 education on-site,” he said. 

“We want to provide students with the choice to be 
able to stay on. We are looking to link with Dudley 
Sixth so we are able to offer a fuller range of subjects 
that we might not have enough demand for by our¬ 
selves, such as Spanish.” 

The Priority Schools Building Programme is a 
scheme from the Department for Education to re¬ 
build 200 schools across the country in the worst con¬ 
dition. “We’re definitely not among the worst in the 
country, but there are parts — such as the sports facil¬ 
ity — which are very poor indeed,” Mr Lloyd added. 

Priorities 

“The programme is also willing to look at other pri¬ 
orities so we are hoping that our aims for a sixth form 
provision will help get the funding approved. We have 
applied for £8m of funding and if we get permission to 
introduce a sixth form that amount will probably go 
up. We should know either way by Christmas.” 

He said the transformation from a college into an 
academy which opened last month, had gone “very 
smoothly”. “We are the masters of our own destiny 
now,” he said. “We have been doing some really inter¬ 
esting things with the students, so they have seen a 
difference as well. It’s very exciting.” 

Mr Lloyd first applied for academy status at the 
start of the year after becoming frustrated with 
council budget cuts which restricted his own deci¬ 
sions on where to spend money. 

“At Holly Hall, we managed to get pupil atten¬ 
dance to a very high level thanks to the hard work of 
our truancy officer, and we didn’t want to undo all 
that,” he said. “As an academy, we can asses the 
needs of our own school and our own pupils, instead 
of falling into line with other schools who may have 
very different priorities.”

Tragic love tales 

Madame Butterfly/ La Traviata, 

The Grand, Wolverhampton_ 

The coquettish and beautiful Elena Dee seemed born to 
play the part of Cio-Cio-San in this Ellen Kent production of 
Puccini’s tragic love story. 

With a soprano voice that filled the theatre with crystal 
clear tones and excellently expressive acting, Korean singer 
Dee portrayed the misguided and lovelorn Madama Butterfly 
wonderfully. 

She was more than ably supported by Ruslan Zinevych as 
the love rat Lieutenant F B Pinkerton, Viktoriia Zhytkova as 
her faithful servant Suzuki and the slimy marriage broker 
Goro played with gusto by Sergiy Ledenov. 

Butterfly, set in Nagasaki, Japan in the early 1900s, is the 
story of a geisha, a trusting soul who gives herself completely 
to American Pinkerton and remains the faithful wife when all 
around her, barring Suzuki, have disowned her. Bringing up 
the absent naval officer’s son, Butterfly looks longingly over 
the sea every day for years hoping to see her love return. 

However, when he does he brings with him tragedy, heart¬ 
break and ultimately the demise of Cio-Cio-San. The heart¬ 
rending tale is told wonderfully through Puccini’s score as it 
weaves around and between the characters’ voices express¬ 
ing the highs and lows of being desperately in love. 

With Verdi’s La Traviata the following night this is the first 
run for the Ellen Kent Production at The Grand but with the 
quality they display it’s unlikely to be the last. 

La Traviata 

Courtesan Violetta was passionately played by the won- 
derfully-talented Rosa Lee Thomas whose astounding vocal 
range perfectly expressed the unselfish love her tragic char¬ 
acter had for Alfredo Germont, played admirably by Andriy 
Perfilov, in Verdi’s tale of tragedy. 

Violetta meets Alfredo during a lavish Paris party in the 
mid-1800s where he declares his love for her and begs her to 
leave aside her hedonistic lifestyle which he feels is not 
helping her failing health. After much soul-searching she 
agrees and finds happiness living with Alfredo and finances 
their life by gradually selling off her possessions. 

Alfredo’s father Giorgio, played wonderfully by levgenii 
Lysytskyi, persuades Violetta to give up his son due to the 
relationship affecting the marital opportunities of his beloved 
daughter and his duets with the Anglo-American soprano is 
one of the high points. So, Violetta forces her true love to 
leave by returning to a previous escort and is left alone with 
her health rapidly going downhill.Alfredo learns the truth of 
her unselfish love and returns to find Violetta weak but she 
lives long enough to tell him of her undying love. 

DANNY FARRAGHER 

End of the Rainbow, B-ham Hippodrome 

JUDY Garland is resurrected by an astonishing perform¬ 
ance from Tracie Bennett in Peter Quilter’s witty and poignant 
drama with songs about the decline and fall of the showbiz 
legend. 

This is no tribute to the Hollywood icon in the Stars In Your 
Eyes mode, although former Coronation Street actress Miss 
Bennett did win a celebrity version of that show as Garland 
some years ago. Instead, it is an uncensored depiction of the 
pill-popping, tantrum-throwing, Garland at the end of her 
career and, indeed, her life. She was dead at 47 from an over¬ 
dose of sleeping pills. 

Set in a hotel room and the Talk of the Town nightclub, 
during her punishing schedule of London concerts in 1968 
just a few months before her death, Tracie Bennett is spell¬ 
binding as the little woman with a big voice. Her performance 
crackles with energy, showing the way Garland could trans¬ 
form herself on stage despite crippling bouts of self-doubt 
and stage fright. 

There is solid support from Hilton McRae as her pianist and 
confidante Anthony and Norman Bowman as future husband 
number five Mickey. 

But the play belongs to Tracie Bennett and her intensely 
physical performance, thrown around by her fiance, crawl¬ 
ing, crying, performing as if totally wired on uppers. The final 
Somewhere Over The Rainbow is a heart-breaker and won a 
standing ovation. It runs until Saturday. 

One Man, Two Guvnors, New Alexandra 

Panto season has come early to the Alex, where Gavin and 
Stacey's James Corden revamps an 18th century play in a 
rollicking night of belly laughs with lots of audience participa¬ 
tion and banter. 

Set in the criminal underworld of 1960s Brighton by play¬ 
wright Richard Bean, rather than the 1740s Venice of Carlo 
Goldoni's Servant Of Two Masters, a fine ensemble from the 
National Theatre blend farce, slapstick, music hall smut and 
a dollop of Monty Pythonism. 

Daniel Rigby - recently seen on screen as Eric Morecambe 
- is superb as a pompous actor, Oliver Chris is barking as an 
upper-class twit and Tom Edden almost steals the show as a 
decrepit ancient waiter. There's even a rock 'n' roll band on 
stage. But Nicholas Hytner's production hinges on Corden as 
the feckless hungry rogue who spectacularly fails to cope 
with his two jobs. It runs until Saturday. 

LEON BURAKOWSKI 

Jessie J, 02 Academy 


She said ‘Nobody’s Perfect’. And so it proved as Jessica 
Cornish made a false start on the first date of her Heartbeat 
tour. The 23-year-old songstress ordered the gig to start 
again as her backpack wasn’t switched on. There’s was 
nothing false about the rest of the night, however. 

Jessie said she was using the night to perfect the start for 
the rest of the tour, and apologised in advance for anything 
that may have gone wrong. Little did as from the opening 
track Big White Room she showed off her powerful voice. 
Chris Brown’s I Need This, Casualty of Love and a cover of 
Luther Vandross’s Never too Much showed her soulful side, 
along with the reggae-infused Stand Up.

It would have been easy for him to live off his success but 
Merchant’s bold attempt to branch out on his own with new 
tour Hello Ladies will pay off handsomely. Refreshingly, 
Gervais only gets one mention in the show with Merchant 
focusing not on his fame, but his inability to woo the ladies. 

Of course the duo share the same sense of humour so 
there are tinges of Gervais here, but Merchant gives his 
routine a far more humble and genuinely endearing touch.

Precious moments of 
pure animal magic 


THEY are the kind of photo¬ 
graphs most people could never 
dream of taking. 

A mouse caught in the act stealing 
bird food, baby blackbirds calling out 
for their mother and hedgehogs and a 
puppy eating alongside each other - 
all captured by professional snapper 
Graham Gough in his garden. 

But Graham, from Kinver, said the 
wildlife in his pictures could be found 
in everyone’s gardens and all it 
required to snap them was a little per¬ 
severance. 

The former Express & Star photog¬ 
rapher, who started his career aged 
just 15, had his extensive collection of 
work featured in a Himley Hall exhi¬ 
bition last year, and now aged 72 is 
still snapping away for the fun of it. 

“They say photographers never die; 
they just go out of focus,” Graham 
said. 

His wildlife shots were taken over 


the space of a few years and each has 
a story behind it. 

Like the baby magpies who saw two 
of their siblings either captured and 
eaten before Graham rebuilt their 
nest and fed them for 24 hours. 

Graham, who is married to Mary 
and has two daughters and four 
grandchildren, said everyone could 
find nature like this if they looked 
hard enough. 

“It’s just a case of keeping your eyes 
open,” Graham added. “They’re crea¬ 
tures of habit and you notice they do 
certain things at certain times. 

“There is obviously lots of patience 
involved though -1 photographed 
that robin 30 or 40 times before 
getting the right shot.” 

Some of Graham’s work, in particu¬ 
lar shots of the Dudley riots from 
1962, is currently on display at 
Dudley Archives and in schools across 
the borough.

Joe sees no more barriers 
to his solo singing career

AMERICAN pop star Joe 
Jonas is loving life as a solo 
artist but promises fans that 
the Jonas Brothers have not 
split up. 

The 22-year-old middle brother 
from the hugely popular sibling 
trio, who won a generation of fans 
via their Disney movies and televi¬ 
sion shows, spoke to The Chroni¬ 
cle during a visit to the UK to 
promote his debut solo album 
FastLife and to prepare for his tour 
with superstar Britney Spears. 

The dark-haired heart-throb, whose 
latest hit video, See No More, notched 
up five million views on YouTube and 
Vevo, revealed that he could soon be 
making his movie acting debut. 

“This is going to be a crazy few 
weeks but I am excited,” said the 
Arizona-born singer. “Britney is great. 
I did one show with her in New Jersey. 
She is going to be a fun tour partner. It 
will be pretty cool to hear I Did It 
Again - hers was the first record I ever 
bought.” 

Joe will be her special guest at 
selected dates when Britney makes 
her comeback this month, including a 
concert at the LG Arena, Birmingham, 
on Sunday, October 30. 

But what can the gig goers expect 
from Joe? “Very high energy. I just 
want to get them dancing, get them 
standing up. I feel like I’m not doing my 
job unless everyone’s standing up and 
rocking out,” he said. 

The Camp Rock star has already 
had a preview of the Wembley Arena 
when he attended the BBC Teen 
Awards, which included meeting up 
with Britain’s latest pop sensations, 
One Direction, featuring Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s Liam Payne. 

“I got to meet the One Direction 
guys and thought they were really

nice, really cool and I was really happy 
to meet them,” said Joe. 

“The current UK music scene is 
really amazing, it’s definitely getting 
better and better. Every time I’m here I 
find new artists and things that I really 
love listening to. 

“Pixie Lott is a good friend of mine 
and I love her music. Her new stuff 
sounds incredible.” 

Maybe he gave One Direction some 
tips on dealing with excitable fans, as 
the Jonas Brothers have had hordes of 
car chasing admirers. 

“Yes, I have been asked to sign just 
about every body part. A baby was 
probably the oddest... they were like 
‘sign this baby’s forehead’. That was 
kind of an interesting one.” 

Energy 

He is a big fan of keeping in touch 
with the fans, saying: “Twitter is a great 
tool. You can hear what the fans think 
right away. You see the tweets and 
feed off their energy right away.” 

On his new album Joe has collabo¬ 
rated with top writers and producers 
including Chris Brown and Lil Wayne, 
which has helped a musical transition 
from pop to a more R&B influenced 
sound. Released on Monday, October 
24, FastLife is also the first Jonas re¬ 
lease to get a parental warning sticker. 

Asked who he would like to collab¬ 
orate with, Joe said: “I like Kanye West 
and would really like to do something 
with him, that would be really interest¬ 
ing. British artists like Adele, Tinie 
Tempah, Foster The People, some¬ 
thing a little different from what I’m 


used to. It shows a different side to the 
music that I am making.” 

He also revealed that he may be 
making a movie. “There is a movie I am 
developing back in the States with a 
buddy of mine, a producer friend. We 
have got a writer now, it’s coming 
together and it’s very exciting,” 

But what genre? Action, sci-fi, 
romance? “It’s kinda everything,” he 
replied. “It is too early to say what it’s 
about but I am excited to have this 
idea grow.” 

Doesn’t Joe sometimes miss having 
brothers Nick and Kevin at his side? 
“It’s a little bit scary to be up there by 
myself but I’ve been getting great 
support. My brothers have been very 
supportive. They’re incredible and I’m 
really thankful for the fact that they’re 
happy for me to take my time and do 
my thing. 

“I wanted to really spend time on 
this album, to take my time to make 
sure I made music that I was really 
proud of. There’s been some times 
with my brothers that we’ve done 
some things and really rushed them, 
like making records quickly. I wanted 
to take my time with this one. 

“It’s cool to be back (in the UK) and 
to be able to do my solo stuff here. I’m 
just happy. I love shopping here and I 
love the fashion, it’s so great to see the 
fans and travel the world.” 

As for the band getting back togeth¬ 
er, he said: “We are definitely still a 
band. We are going to be making music 
together again when the time is right. 

“Right now we are just focusing on 
our individual projects. The time will 
come around to make more music 
together. We are always writing... 
maybe in the next year or so we will 
release another album.” 

And would he bring his brothers to 
tour Europe? “I would love to get that 
tour together, we have got so many 
good friends over here.”

Technology has already trans¬ 
formed the way we work and com¬ 
municate and now it’s set to 
change the way we live, with inno¬ 
vative labour-saving kit becoming 
standard in luxury new homes. 

Already the wealthy can enjoy 
touch-button control over all aspects 
of the home, from lighting, music, 
heating and appliances through to 
security. 

The cost may currently put it 
beyond the reach of most of us, but the 
experts reckon that in years to come 
such hi-tech devices will become as 
familiar as power showers, electric 
garage doors and underfloor heating, 
which were virtually unheard of 25 
years ago. 

“Our appetite for technology grows 
all the time,” says John Lees founder 
of Lees Associates, the company which 
created one of the newest and most 
unusual pieces of equipment, a shark- 
infested pool.

Dolphins are an alternative for those 
of a more nervous disposition.” 

Despite the scary price tag of 
around £150,000, it’s perfect for those 
who want to impress - and for many 
that’s just as important as enjoying 
effortless living. 

Gadgets 

Research shows our desire for 
gadgets and appliances has become 
insatiable. Mintel predicts a rise in 
sales of home technology kit from £49 
billion in 2008 to £60 billion by 2014. 

“People are constantly surprised at 
how fast technology is moving and 
what can now be achieved," says Matt 
Wayne, consultant designer at Finite 
Solutions, which has offices in Leeds 
and London. 

“Nowadays, it’s perfectly possible to 
completely control your home environ¬ 
ment remotely from wherever you are 
in the world by touching a button on 
your smartphone. 

“People want homes which auto¬ 
matically cater for their every need. So 


a client may want to return home to 
find the lights dimmed, a meal 
cooking, bath running and favourite 
music playing as soon as he steps 
inside his front door. 

“All those functions can be a single 
‘mode’ on his system which he acti¬ 
vates by pressing a button on his 
smartphone while he’s travelling 
back.” Systems from Finite Solutions 
start at £30,000. 

Many cutting-edge home appliances 
and up-to-the-minute technology have 
been on show this week (October 7-9) 
in The House of the Future at the 
Grand Designs Live Birmingham at 
the NEC. 

Another glimpse into the not-so- 
distant future was recently provided 
by DuPont Corian whose spectacular 
space-age home, inspired by last 
year’s science fiction film Tron: 
Legacy, was exhibited at the Milan 
Furniture Fair. 

Bob Darke, managing director of 
electrical retailer Comet, predicts that 
energy-saving eco-technology will 
expand fastest, but that home enter¬ 
tainment developments will capture 
the most attention. 

“In Japan there are already ‘living 
walls’ which transform into television 
screens, and where you can can view 
your PC, store information and read 
books. Those will eventually arrive 
here,” he says.

John Cooper Coupe is Mini’s sporty flagship 


IN THE space of a decade, BMW 
has achieved something many 
thought impossible. 

Since 2001 its Mini range has 
clocked up two million sales and is 
available in 90 markets around the 
world. Not bad for something cynics 
thought would be a fashion flash in the 
pan. 

Part of that success can be attributed to 
the regular introduction of new bodystyles. 
The original three-door hatch spawned a 
convertible, then a ‘mini’ estate and more 
recently a full four-seat compact SUV, the 
Countryman. 

You can now add a two-seat coupe to the 
list, a variant Mini executives hope will 
attract buyers seeking a more focused and 
sporty experience. 

Its arrival also positions the Coupe along¬ 
side the likes of Peugeot’s popular RCZ 
coupe, a car that’s done wonders for its 
maker’s image. 

The Mini Coupe performs its duties as a 
halo model for the rest of the range with 
aplomb. Its heavily raked windscreen and 
low-slung profile is the most dramatic look 
yet for a Mini. 

Although width and length dimensions 
are near identical to the hatch, the Coupe’s 
height is 29mm lower. And, thanks to its 
equally rakish rear screen, you’re left in no 
doubt that the Coupe is a strict two-seater. 

Fear not on the practicality front, though. 


With a hatchback tailgate that opens to 
reveal a maximum volume of 280 litres plus 
a through-load slot into the cabin, it’s on par 
with the estate-like Clubman. Up front 
there’s the usual oddment spaces you’ll find 
in any Mini. 

Along with its looks, the Mini Coupe has 
been designed to behave a little different on 
the road. 

With its firmer suspension set up, the 
Coupe has been designed to deliver a more 
focused experience for the keen driver. As 
such, there’s noticeably less roll through 
corners and there’s a greater willingness to 
change direction. 

Character 

Thankfully such changes haven’t resulted 
in a reduction in the quality of the car’s ride. 
Yes, it’s a bit stiffer than a regular three-door 
hatch, but you get to keep your fillings at the 
end of a journey. 

The trade-off is a more chuckable and 
engaging drive, which is what you’d expect 
from a two-seat coupe. 

Reinforcing the car’s sporty character is 
an engine line-up comprised of Mini’s more 
powerful diesel and petrol units. 

There’s no One or One D here, as the 
Coupe range starts with the familiar Cooper 
badge and its 122 horsepower offering. 

The Cooper S shares the Cooper’s 1.6 
petrol unit but adds a turbo to produce 184 
horsepower, while the John Cooper Works 
variant’s output from the same motor is a 
heady 211 horsepower. 


Diesel fans can opt for the Cooper SD, 
which has a 2.0-litre turbo unit outputting 
143 horsepower. It also offers the lowest 
emissions and economy performance - 
114g/km and 65.7mpg respectively. 

But which is the best in the real world? All 
the engines have proven themselves in 
other Mini variants, most recently the diesel 
in hatch, convertible and Countryman 
models. 

There’s no question that the combination 
of wallet-friendly economy, 143 horse¬ 
power and a substantial 225lb/ft torque 
make for relaxed yet brisk performance. 

Overtaking is quick and safe and there’s 
enough low down grunt to make the traffic 
light grand prix entertaining. 

The diesel’s trademark growl when 
pushed hard is also appealing, but if you 
want the performance to match the Coupe’s 
looks, then it has to be the John Cooper 
Works experience.

Driven by Top Gear Online editor 
Chris Mooney with help from navigator, 
Andrew Duerden, Vauxhall’s archivist 
and resident eco-driving expert, the V8- 
powered VXR8 registered 32.14mpg 
against a combined figure of 21 mpg. 

The Fleet World MPG Marathon is the 
UK longest-running economy driving 
event. 


The two-day event took place in the 
Cotswolds this year with separate 
routes covering 350 miles of country¬ 
side including a mixture of A and B 
roads and motorway driving. 

Improvement 

“Andrew and I are, as they say, over 
the moon to win the overall best per¬ 
centage improvement in the VXR8,” 
said Mooney. 

“It just goes to show that the person 
behind the wheel can make a massive 
difference to fuel costs and carbon 


emissions. And, of course, that a 6.2 
litre V8 is a very sensible choice of 
engine in the right hands.” 

Chris and Andrew will pick up their 
trophy at a presentation at the Royal 
Automobile Club in Pall Mall, London 
tomorrow. 

The VXR8 stormed back with a 
vengeance earlier this year, packing 
heavily revised front and rear-end 
styling, a new cabin and a raft of new 
technology to enhance its appeal to 
drivers in search of one of the last, great 
rear-drive V8 super-saloons.

just 86g/km of C02, which is only 1g worse than the current 
best for an internal combustion-engined car, set by the Kia 
Rio 1.1-litre diesel. 

It’s a shame Seat has no plans to make a right-hand-drive 
version of the lesser-emissions model. But Seat has fair 
reason to hold off when it will already have a Mii in this country 
that benefits from free road tax by being under the lOOg/km 
barrier. 

There will be two petrol engines, with 59bhp and 74bhp. 
Technological highlights aimed at the young audience Seat 
wants to capture include the Seat Portable System. 

Hardly a catchy name, but the removable five-inch screen 
can be used as a satnav when you’re on foot as well as in the 
car, and it has full integration into the car’s phone and audio 
systems.
